No race iu the wide world it more 


ocmtrulltul by superstitious notions than 
the Chinese. They enter into every act 
of a Chiuarnau'it lifo. and their iuSn- 
t-uce is more lasting than that of bis re- 
ligion. Ho cannot move bund or foot 
without their agoucy, and from the 
iMrliest moment of bis life down to the 
lut,t detail In connection with his burial 
tiiuir power aud influence are the guid- 
ing motives of his acts. All business 
aud family matters are directly con- 
troller by super- titions sentiments, both 
rich aud poor, young and old, being 
slaves to tbeir force. 


To the average Chinaman his religion 


IE a mere nepitive factor iu his tuode of 
Lffl, to be followed or disregarded at 
will, but,, qp true son of liau dares to 
act otherwise than in accordance with 
the strict precepts of those spiritual 
powers which directly control his life. 


There are some amusing superstitions 


connected with Chinese entertainments. 
A dinner puri? ia an ordeal which ouce 
experienced is never forgotten. It con- 
sists of from 40 to 50 distinct courses 
and occupies the greater portion of a 
day 
During the whole of these repasts 


and notwithstanding the endiesi variety 
of dishes served the invited gneit re- 
tains the same plate throughout. The 
explanation of this strange custom is an 
old proverb, which has now become a 
superstition, that "be who changes the 
plates kills the housewife. " 


Chinese proverbs explain several of 


the superstitious notions with regard to 
women. It is considered unlucky for a 
woman to mix with the buildere of a 
house or other edifice during its erec- 
tion, and to avoid any possibility of one 
straying into the premises all approaches 
are carefully guarded by watchmen, 
and a fence is erected around the pro- 
posed building as soon as its touuda- 
tions are laid. 


The explanation of this ia the saying, 


"Women mix ili with wood, and death 
lives iu the house over whoae founda- 
tions a woman has walked." There ia 
a similar horror of the fair sex interfer- 
ing with any public matter of national 
interest or in any business transactions 
where men are concerned. " Women tie 
knots,," says the Chinese proverb. "Let

which we will call attention forced ua 
to place China among the half civilized 
aud brutal nations. One of these super- 
stitious ib that the soul of a dying per* 
SOB takes possession of the bed aud room 
in which the invalid is lying. To obvi- 
ate tuch a curse as this the relatives of 
tLe dying person, as soon as thoy per- 
ccivo his end approaching, forcibly re- 
move him from his bed and place him 
almost naked upon a board. If by obanca 
a man should expire in his bed, it, to- 
gether with all the furniture in the 
room, must be burned and many atone- 
ments offered before the room is consid- 
ered fit for habitation again. 


Many strange aud inhuman ideas are 


associated with the illuena aud death of 
children. If a child sickens and dies be- 
ure the age of 12 years, its last mo- 
nentp are hastened" by the horrible 
rnerty off-'its'pnrents. - So long aa hope 
is possible the parents do their utmost 
"o save their child, but as soon as the 
lectors abandon hope the child is strip- 
icd naked and placed against the outer 
oor of the house. When the end has

tects the head and ears. The orowu of it 
is made of tough sole leather, filled with 
aii holog and lined with soft felt. It has 
etont earlaps of leather, with holes in 
them so that the wearer can hear the 
eicnals, and a strong elastic band, which 
buckles under the chin and keeps the 
new headgear firmly in place. It is be- 
lieved that the heliuet will be generally 
worn by members of all the big teame 
this year. Another new tangled device 
is a pneumatic leg guard called by foot- 
ball players a "cholly horse." It is 
made of cauvas covered rubber and is 
inflated like a football, its shape being 
oblong aud flat, possibly a half inch 
thick. It is placed inside the trousers on 
the front of the thigh, and is intended 
to nievent sprains.—New York Sun. 


Bicycle Legislation. 


The antibicycle legislator ia ingenious 


in bia devices to harass and annoy 
wheelmen. He not only wants to dis- 
criminate against them by imposing 
fines for failure to "keep to the right,*' 
but proposes to levy a special tax upon 
every wheel. A special tax can properly 
be levied only npou the theory that the 
article or person taxed enjoys peculiar 
privileges denied to others or that snob 
article or person ia a special burden and 
expense upon the public. Neither of 
these things is true as to either the 
wheelman or his wheel. The bicycle has 
no greater road rights than auy other 
vehicle. It causes far lees wear upon the 
public street-j and roads than any other 
vehicle. Bicycles do not wear and in- 
jure the streets as much as carriages and 
heavy wagons. Why shall the owner of 
a wheel be singled out for this special 
tax? The injustice of the proposition is 
apparent to every fair mind.—Now 
York Commercial Advertiser.

in coasi.in? on a well groomed bicycle 
than in pedaling along a piece of 
smooth, level read, provided always 
thai the bicyclo is aquippad with a 
brake. Ent occasionally even the most 
circumspect rider is confronted with an 
unexpected condition while coasting, 
whii,h puts bis neck in jeopardy. Al! 
unobserved stone in the road, for in- 
stance, ie apt to upset bis best calcula- 
tions. Such an obstacle came near to 
finishing an espert rider and his -wheel 
on a coast down one of the popular 
Lcag Island roads. He was talking with 
a companion, when his front wheel was 
twisted suddenly almost to right angles 
by a piece of rock projecting from the 
roadbed. As tho wheel swung over bis 
right foot, which was placed carelessly 
on the coaster, became involved with 
the spokes, and instantly machine and 
rider lay in a confused heap on the 
ground.—New York Press.

Tho 
only way in which this curious accident 
can be explained is to suppose that the 
birds were "dusting" at a bend in the 
road, and that the cyclist's approach, 
concealed by the hedges, remained un- 
detected till the enemy was literally 
among them.—Chambers' Journal.

They 
can go through a political conflict that 
would throw the citizens of a Latin 
nation into & revolution, pnilosophic- 
ally accept the will of the majority and 
proceed to business again as though 
nothing out of the ordinary had oc- 
curred.

And the substantial evidences of

It is now established 


beyond cavil or the possibility of a 
change, that the people of the United 
States will not tolerate the financial 
heresies which it has been the effort 
of the unholy combines to introduce.

In fact, although there are many possi- 


ble roads to the gates of the charmed cir- 
cle, the path of science Is not one of them, 
any more than is the literary or the artis- 
tic career. 


Happily for this peace of mind, Mr. Edi- 


eon, like most scientists, "litery fellers" 
and artists, doesn't care a rap for society, 
and has never made any attempt what- 
ever to get in. He hasn't the time for it 
Besides, it would bore him tremendously 
to bother wicli the conventionalities of 
eraart fcciety, and there is no doubt at all, 
for ho has s,.kl so, that the semipublic, 
sciuisocliil functions always arranged in 
bis; honor abroad could be dispensed with 
by him withrus tho blightest regret.

If present, you roust either 
know him by sight or be able to recognize 
the man from bis printed portraits iu or- 
der to be sure or' spotting him when you 
first sei. eyes on his tace. That !• beeau.-o 
lie is fond of working about his shops in 
exactly tho eorfc of garb, cap and overalls 
includf-d, that •nocld be worn by any other 
workinginan, and his faco is far more 
likely to be covered with a big smudge 
than is the face of any of his employees.

It is rea- 
soned that if physicians can collect for 
Sunday calls, a dentist can just as 
legally, and the case would furnish 
an interesting trial.

Whan the worms ceased 
feeding on leaves and began spinning their 
cocoons, the emperor came forward with 
a little machine, which made it possible 
to unwind the fine threads from the co- 
coons and to turn them into a yarn of a 
fineness previously unknown. When a 
sufficient quantity of the yarn had been 
obtained, the princess again turned to her 
loom, and what she wove then was not 
wool, but the new fiber procured' by the 
machine of the emperor from the cocoons.

A nd so it happened. Thousands of years 


have since gone by. We know not whether 
the great Emperor Hoang-Ti ever had a 
moral monument erected to his memory, 
noi where it once stood, but when night 
fall 3 in the Flowery Kingdom and star 
upon star flashes up in the sky than the 
iiciiu Chinese children come out of their 
hou^s. They turn up their eager faces 
and search among the stars until they 
bavt found what they were looking for, 
and iiien they joyfully exclaim, "Tsan- 
Fang, the little silkbouse!" 


Ami then they think of the great Em- 


peror Hoang-Xi, who more than 45 cen- 
turies ago understood the art to observe 
nature's own forces at work and to make 
use of what he learned for the benefit of 
his pnofJe.—From the Chinese in Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

Mix the perfumes with 
the spirit, then add the vinegar and 
lastly the elder flower water.

To Clean Cycle Enamel.—Remember

Work Into this two 
tablespuum'uis of lai'd uiiu llncc or 'cut- 
ter and chop up very fine. Beat up two 
eggs and stir them into two and a half 
cupful* of sour or butter milk; add 
(still stirring all the while) one tea- 
spoonful of soda, previously dissolved in 
hot water, and pour It over the flour. 
Then work all the Ingredients into a 
paite with as little handling ae possible. 


When a consistent douch It formed, 


rail it out quickly and lightly in two 
separate pieeei. on about half an inch 
in thickness, to form the upper crust. 
the other not quick «o thick. Place the 
latter on a well buttered baking tin, 
and strew it thickly with some kind of 
fruit.

How to Cfean 


Sifver and Brass, 


As the cleaning of silver and Britan- 


nia metal is necessary in every house- 
hold, every one will be glad to know 
how to succeed in making silver look its 
best. If very tarnished, first wash the 
various articles in hot water, then dis- 
solve two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
alum in a quart of moderately strong 
lye. Stir in a gill of soft soap, and re- 
move the scum as it rises. Sponge the 
silver with the mixture, and let it eteep 
for a quarter of an hour. Now wash in 
warm soapsuds, wipe dry, and polish 
with jewelers' rouge or whiting mixed 
with methylated spirits instead of water 
to the consistency of cream. Be careful 
not to let the rouge or whiting remain 
in the interstices of the pattern. It baa 
a bad effect on the silver. Every speck 
should be rubbed oft with a soft brush 
kept for the purpose. 


Britannia metal may be washed In hot 


soap and water, like silver, and polish- 
ed with the following application: Half 
a pound of whiting mixed with a gill of 
sweet oil, an ounce of soft soap, half an 
ounce of yellow soap melted in a little 
water and sufficient methylated spirits 
to work the whole to a cream. Apply 
with a soft rag, wipe off and polish 
with chamois leather. This will give tha 
metal a splendid polish, and it will last 
clean a long time. 


The'brilliant polish to be seen on new, 


silver in jewelers' shops is obtained 
chiefly by rubbing with fine chamois 
leather or the still softer palms of a 
woman's hands. 


A brass kettle is a handsome anrj pic« 


turesque addition to the afternoon tea 
table, but it must be the perfection of 
brightness to look well. To keep it in 
good order clean it in the following 
way: Rub on a mixture of powdered 
rotten stone and oil of turpentine with 
a soft rag and polish with chamois. 


If the brass has been neglected, an 


ounce of oxalic acid added to a pint of 
water and applied to the brass with a 
piece of flannel will be found effective. 
Let th? kettle be then well polished, 
and its brightness will revive. If this' 
latter method be occasionally adopted 
and for ordinary cleaning the rotter 
stone and oil of turpentine are used, th« 
brass will always be a thing of beauty. 


Lemona when they have had the ju'ca 


squeezed out are not worthless, so do 
not throw them away. Ihei niiy be 
dipped into salt and used to clean cop- 
per or hr??* utensils. A brilliant sur- 
face will be the result if polished at 
once with a soft cloth or leather. A 
moldy or squeesed out lemon put into 
a dirty saucepan half full of water and 
boiled for half an hour cleans It per- 
fectly and removes all oAor of flab «t 
onions.

From the Butchers'Trust on 


Prices of Meat Comes 


at Last- 


TWO CENTS A POUND LESS NOW 


On Many Grades of Beef and Pork. 


Wholesalers Still Backing the 


Trust, But Big Dealer Begins 


the Expected Opposition. 


The first serious blow to the butchers' 


meat trust, organized early in Septem- 
ber, in the way of a break in prices, 
has come. One of the largest dealers 
in the city, who was at the start a 
member of the 
organization which 


developed into the trust, has decided 
to break away from the high trust 
prices, and has made a cut in many 
lines. The cut is not a big- one, but 
the significant 
fact to the house- 


keepers of the city is that the cut has 
come, and that in all probability the 
other dealers will have to follow suit. 


The new prices are on an average of 


two cents a pound lower than the trust 
prices, on beef and pork. Mutton is 
not affected. Most grades of beef have 
gone down about two cents, and pork 
loins and chops, sausage and shoul- 
ders, all have had the same reduction. 


The wholesalers are apparently still 


backing the trust, for the merchant 
who has broken away is obliged to 
bring in his meat in car load lots from 
another city, instead of buying it from 
the local wholesale agencies, as for- 
merly. He has been able to do this, 
however, and now finds himself com- 
paratively' independent of the whole- 
salers and the trust. 


As for the small dealers, who are not 


in the trust and have had a hard time 
frequently in securing meat to sell at 
their own prices, it is expected that 
they will be able hereafter to be sure 
of their supply, and will therefore be 
more confident in holding to their prices 
instead of following the trust. 


The news of this first break will be

position to the trust, much K3.y be 
hoped for.

MEADOWS AND ROADS FLOODED i 


Result! of the Big Storm of Yesterday. 


Very Heavy Rainfall. 


The storm which began Wednesday 


night and continued till early this 
morning wag a remarkably heavy one 
for this time of year in the amount of 
rain that fell. 
During Wednesday 


night and Thursday morning- .86 of an 
inch fell, and during yesterday after- 
noon and last night 1.14 inches was 
recorded, making- a total rainfall for 
the entire storm of two inches. 


As a result of the storm the flats be- 


tween this city and Adams presented a 
striking appearance tnis morning. The 
heavy rain caused the Hoosac river 
to overflow its banks at Zylonite, and 
from that place to this city the 
meadows on the borders of the river 
present the appearance of small lakes. 
At the cross road near Hoosac Valley I 
park the water uows from Hodge's I 
meadow to Oscar Cook's meadow, and 
the water is fully three feet deep in the j 
road. People on foot cannot cross that 
way. 


At T. W. Richmond's and Farnam 


Bros., farms the entire meadows are 
covered with water fully five feet deep. 
In places the water has washed large 
heaps of drift wood. James Flagg's 
meadow just east of South State street 
is also covered with water.
